The info is from Victor Jaar who gathered it during a recent trip to Haiti. 


860 -,VLS Radio Progres, Delete. Now on 1210 khz. 

880 -LV2k Radio Nationale. Religious programs, 1 kw. Address 121, route de 
Bizoton (Frontamara). Sked 1000-1400 and 2300-0300. Non-stop on Sundays 
and Holidays. Future plans call for a move to Cite Simone 0. Duvalier, near 
Port-au-Prince, They need classical msic records for their library, so if 
you hear them and send a report, send some along. 

910 =1,Ve= Radio Nouveau Monde. 10 kw. Sked 1045-0500 (Sundays 1300-0300). Adr. 
Place de 1'Hotel de ville. Slogan "Ia Voix d'Haiti dans les Ameriques". 

960 -4VCD Radio Carillion. 1700-0300. (Sunday 1200-0030). Address 159, rue Dr 
Aubry. 

1000-4VCPS Radio Cacique. Frequency varies 990-1000 khz. 

1080-4,VA La Voix de la Revolution Duvalieriste. Irregular operation. During Vic- 
tors visit this station was off the air but he was told that "inportant chan- 
ges were going to take place including the addition of shortwave", 

1120-L,VF Radio Union. Delete, they have been off the air for several years. This 
frequency has been assigned to Radio Haiti-Inter and they plan to have an all 
Creole station here, 

1150-4VAB Radio Caraibes. 0945-0400 (Sundays 0300). 

1170-4,VRD Radio Tropiques. Delete all information, they have been off the air for 
at least 10 years. 

1210-LVLS Radio Progres. Now here, ex 860 khz. with increased power. 1100-0400. 

1250-4VYM Radiodiffusion Haitienne. 

1290-4V-- Radio Metropole. 5 kw. Rue Pavee, P.O. Box 62. 0930-0500 (Sunday 1300- 
0500; Holidays to 0400). ‘They have an English program on weekdays from 0300- 
0400 "Music from 10 to 11", 

1330-4,VW Radio Haiti-Inter. 10 kw. Building Brandt, Rue du Quai, B.P. 737. Sked ~ 
1000-0500 (they have been on 1325 khz in the past). 

1385-LVS Radio Port-au-Prince. 

1430-LVGM Radio Me Be C. 

1475-LVAA Ia Voix du Peuple. 700 watts. Commercial and cultural programs, Sked 
1000-1700 and 1900-0500. 121, route de Bizoton (Fontamara). 

1500-4VOC Radio Select. Most likely this station is off the air. 


There is one other station in Port-au-Prince, Radio Ilumiere on 660 khz. All ad~ 
dresses are in Port-au-Prince. Our thanks to Victor for this info,

kw., 2300-1400, The last two are operated by the military. (DSWCI)

Broadcasting Corporation (DXN Vol. 42, #2). (Ryden) 


PUERTO RICO WHOY-1210 Salinas granted a construction permit to change to 1000 U2 
from 1000 D1.

strong aurora, 0045-0200 10/20 (10/19 here). News read by girl, rock m 
countdown w/male DJ, had a touch of "British Colonial" flavor. (Foxworth) 
-CUBA CMKF Baracoa 10/14 while trying for RNE 584 noted a SSer booming in on 
freq gave ID mentioning Rebelde but very clear ",...en Havana, Cuba" at which 
point I freaked out, noted w/Cuban mx about 1 khz low of channel. 2318-2400. 
-SPAIN RNE Madrid finally noted hetting Cuba 580 mixed w/em 10/14 0422.

-COLOMBIA HJKL Bnisora Nueva Granada, Bogota 10/14 noted booming in w/WIOD in 
at same time o/an annhiliated WIP. In all nite. Everyone I spoke to also had 
them in too! O49. (Shaftan) 

-UNID (2) 2 stns in 10/14 0807. Mixed w/unid EE MoR stn. Bayside DXer Eric 
Fader got the YN and the YV in there that evening so I guess that its them. 
Only thing tho...can I count both as being heard??? Px SS talk on both w/an 
occasional LA cut w/NSP WVNU off. (Shaftan) I wouldn't count them. (ED) 

-COSTA RICA TIXE 10/14 0507 noted o/unid SS playing some "LA RR" type mx, a 
Ray Charles song, a Carley Simon #, ID sounded like R. Tiral or similiar but 
was temp. covered by IA u/IA faded out perm. at ca 0512, Format fits Cnega 
per Foreign log items. Also PT ID. also noted lo in fq. slightly. Anyone 
know who could be u/maybe Peruvian?? but they should be off 0500, maybe AN 
for Columbus day or something?? Help?? (Shaftan) 110 (ED) 

-UNID Unlisted LA stn was noted here on 10/20 almost level w/Cubans on 630 and 
640 w/MoR US instrumentals from 0150-0158 when it s/off w/unid NA. Ds were 
passed just prior to s/off but missed due to my little girl waking up and di- 
verting my attention. (Burns) Ask her, maybe she caught ID, hi. (ED)

Especially good early Oct. Perfect test stn for trans-equitorial condx. 
Ranges faint to good. Mx played is "guarania", w/harps and guitars. (Schatz) 
-COLOMBIA HJJX Emisoras Monserrate, Bogota 10/14 0533 noted w/MoR inst. for- 


mat fits them. Also reported a lot in Foreign log and SS px helped. Also

-COSTA RICA TIBAS R. Monumental, noted w/ID at 0100 10/9. WSM looped. ‘Tape 


sent. (Be Reynolds ) 

HAWAII KORL Honolulu up to S4 at times 1212-1235 10/6 w/hulas and thickly 
accented aner, mich stronger than ever before here. (McCurdy ) 

-EL SALVADOR YSS San Salvador excellent on car rx (!) 10/21 0215-0300 w/sports 
event, probably BKB, between Guat. and El Sal. Stronger than I ever get them 
on NC~125, hi. Belize-834 was overpowering on car rx, too. (Mc Curdy ) 

~AIASKA KFAR Fairbanks hrd 10/13 at 1031 w/rock mx-very weak w/much fading-TC 
at 1033 given as 17 mimtes to 2, ID at 1040 mentioning 24 hr. operation, 
fade out at 1045. Unfortunately not enough info for a report. Only other 
stns audible were on groundwave (CKY, CHTM, CKRC, etc.) so I assume this was 
an auroral doughnut hole reception like my logging of CFYK a few years ago.

Taped ID but am too lazy 
to check tape. Booming in and super strong for only 5 kw. also had many GMT 
-5 TCs and a wicked het, probably from now inaudible Cuban. (Shaftan) * Final- 
ly could make out the "R, Juventud" slogan 10/5 0550, S3-5. (McCurdy) 

-CUBA CMKP 10/14 noted w/MoR inst SS anmts btwn songs, etc. ‘This one almost 
reached pest level here but for some unk reasons never gets ag strong as 
630/640. Anyone know why? (Shaftan) Maybe it just doesn't want to, (ED) 107

COLOMBIA R. Sutatenza at s/off 0300 10/20 after prgm of dance mx, a good 
chance to tape Colombian NA for my files. Excellent clear signal, enjoyable 
listening was hoping for KCJB, listed s/off the same but not hrd, (Foxworth) 

~GUATEMALA/JAMAICA Radio Mundial and JBC's "Radio One" RR were tops on this 
channel on the evening of 10/19. No sign of WIW as late as 0200. Mundial 
still mich stronger than WIW at 0413. (B. Reynolds} 

-UNID W/rapid SS talk, some phone calls and rancheras, seemed to say a slurred 
"R. Mundial" and mentioned "Hermosa" at times, 1140-1145 10/17. (McCurdy) 

“CUBA-(?) Unid 10/14 way o/WGN at times, 0517-06303 0530 kept mentioning 
"sesenta y cuatro" (64) and said "R. Nacional"; 0620 had man and woman alter- 
nating in reading nx, Sy at times. (McCurdy) 

~SURINAM SRS Paramairibo likely, in weakly several evenings, definitely in EE 
0328 10/4 but too hard to read; used & odd sounding gongs and then nothing 
heard; do they ever s/off 03307 Heard again 10/13, this time later, possibly 
in DD w/some EE RR mx, until 0437 fade. O42 only had OC. (McCurdy) * Logged 
this one w/mch slop from super pests WOR,WGN and CKAC w/the weirdest m I've 
ever heard, somewhat a mixture of AA mx and hard rock also odd fq. and many 
reports about mx convinced me on this one. 9/30 0203. (Shaftan) 

—COLOMBIA HJCU R, Melodia, was dominating this channel around 0015 10/9 w/nx. 
Beautiful signal..XEX no problem. Tape sent. (B. Reynolds) 

-UNID Never quite readable and always weak, but could ID language as SS 0543 
10/5. Heard often (but very weakly) this month. Whats being heard? (Mc~ 
Curdy) Likely HCBG1 Radio Melodia, Quito. (ED) 

At first thought to 
be RNE 737 but noted again at 0746 so I guess not, the Cuban has been re- 
ported as being on 738 so...10/14. (Shaftan) likely WOR, see last week. (ED) 

-UNID Old logging, wanted to check it with what was being heard at the time 
(before I joined NRC), This was 3/11, someone w/British accent, hard to copy 
but did mention Sydney often in nx or anmts, 0905-0910, then covered by an 
OC. I suppose this is something Caribbean or even CBL, but couldn't help 
thinking about DU. (McCurdy) Nothing in Caribbean fits, CBL should have been 
off and CBNM not on yet. 2BL a good possibility. (ED) 

-NICARAGUA (?) Possibly YNX, o/WSB, seemed to mention "Exkis" and/or "la 
Exkis" often in between easy listening mx 0409-0415, when WSB covered then, 
What is YNX slogan? Was a:pretty solid S5 for a while. (McCurdy) Mostly use 
just "Equis", so sounds like you had them, (ED) 

~HAWAII KGU Honolulu finally logged after years of trying 1240-1245 10/6— 
KORL's coming in was tip off. Hlack vocalists, then ad for Rams broadcast, 
then "When it comes to sports, Hawaii depends on KGU", 1243. Signal was Sh 
at best. QSL from Takumi Shigetani, CE disappointing: "We appreciate your 
reception of our signal", with time and date pinned in, Is that acceptable 
verification language for most Dxers? (McCurdy) Certainly would be good 
enough for me. (ED) 

-PANAMA R. Libertad ID briefly on top, tropical mx 10/21 0803. (Hauser) 

~BRITISH VIRGIN ISIANDS ZBVI good and clear 2300 BBC nx to 2309 then had spots 
for cigarettes and gin, things we never hear up here. Radio Rebelde still 
up on 783. (Foxworth) If I make many more mistakes typing this column I'm 
going to quit and get some of that gin. (ED) 

-UNID Who is Radio Norte here? Heard 10/19 0203 along w/ZBVI. Weak WBEM 
looped. (B. Reynolds) Don't know, YVOD most common LA here. (ED) 
=-CUBA CMJN Camaguey, R. Rebelde noted here intermittently early Oct.-This is 
good nx for Fla. DXers, who can now work 780. (Schatz) 10/13, t/in 0320, IDs 
0330 unreadable, super ID 0401, t/out. Good mx format, little talking, Off 
780, WBEM for first time in many years not garbled by SAHs. (Sundstrom) * Has 
been noted here since at least 10/13 w/the usual format. (Burns) * logged here 
10/13 0459-have they moved from 780, and is this CMJN per RFS list? They seem 
to drift a bit now, but still ona split. (McCurdy) 
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—COLOMBIA HJCY 10/14 0605 noted w/MoR but rate poor for its power vs 820,810. 
Funny thing, 250 kw was weakest followed by 50 kw and strongest was 10 kw 
HJBI, (Shaftan} 

-MOROCCO Rabat, poor u/o local QRN on 10/11 0014-0035 w/AA mx and male ancr 
noted at 0032. (Barns) 

—CUBA CMCA Radio Metropolitana, Habana back on the air after brief hiatus and 
w/new name. Gives QTH as Ave. 26, No. 877 (or 8677); Nuevo Vedado. (Schatz) 

~COSTA RICA TIOS R. Titania, San Jose. Presume this is the LA first heard on 
10/6 0020-0038 w/mixed SS and US pop/soul mx. YL ancr gave no dialogue just 
the recording artist's name just after each record began. Male ancr noted 
at 0032 w/prob ad for Casablanca? Heard frequently since. (Burns) 

-UNID Noted as late as 0657 10/14-is there an AN SS here? (McCurdy) 

“COLOMBIA HJBI Ondas del Caribe, Santa Marta noted stronger than other 2 (810, 
820) w/all no WHAS booming in 10/14 0619. (Shaftan) 

“CUBA CMKC noted in null of HJBI 10/14 0621. Lotta LA m, DJ said something 
about "Ocho de Cuba" 0630. Px sounded LVDG so I guess its them. (Shaftan)} 

HAITI 4,VEH believed the one here at 0003 10/19 w/religious flavored EE les- 
sons. (B. Reynolds) 

—ST WCIA Castries, FF speaker here between 0030-0100+ w/unid SS QRM. Didntt 
gound like 4VEH so I believe this was Radio Caribbean. Couldn't decipher an 
ID so sent tentative report and tape. ‘This on 10/18,19. No WHAS due to 
aurora, (B. Reynolds) * Finally noted here, caught 10/14 0542 during EE rel 
Fx no ID, tho. but PT ID helped. Px didn't sound like Back to the Bible tho. 
Have to catch this one before WNYC s/on as they are only a mile form me. 

-UNID Weak, seemed to be in SS, w/easy listening and cl m, in and/(Shaftan) 
out 0608-0700 10/14. Ancr w/rich bass voice, but mostly unreadable-closest 
thing to an ID was "R, Stacion/R. Nacion" 0700, S2-3 at best. (McCurdy) 

COLOMBIA (Unid) seemed to say "A una voz del Camino" ca. 0630 10/14, solid 
but under KOA OC. Another IA way under this one, (McCurdy) HJKC Bogota (ED) 

~CUPA CMAF noted in null of WCBS while they were on their aux xmtr. 55 talk, 
mx, mx sounded MoR, reported a lot so my guess is them. (Shaftan} 

MONTSERRAT ZJB Plymouth; 10/19, noted 0120-0205, good ID for tape file 0200. 
Mx, some talk, nx 0200+ sounded like BBC. Long fades, up for 2-3 mins and 
down for 5. WCBS & WLS slop made it rough at times, S/off 0302 w/hymn, I 
believe; seemed too short for NA. This reception characteristic of IAs all 
week; have been chasing Peru-854 and now w/Curom-855 moved I've finally had 
some evenings of audio, but no conclusive IDs yet, still weak. (Sundstrom }

10/20, fighting w/some Cuban, S5 at best and weaker than 890. What would be 
their call?

A NOTE RECEIVED AT HO FOR ANY OF YOU WHO ARE ALSO SATELLITE DX-ING FREAKS..... 


An amateur grouo of space eavesdroppers is being organized to monitor 
the Apollo-Soyuz joint space mission next July 15th. We need interested people 
with simple radio equipment which can receive telemetry and voice signals on 
the 20 MHz and 120-145 MHz bands. Before next summer, we expect to practice 
monitoring some other Russian space missions. 

A group is already in existence. Founded by a science teacher in 
Kettering , Great Britain, these space eavasdroppers have been monitoring 
Russian and American space shots for a decade. Often these people are the 
only source of news about Russian space *Sailures. New members are always needed. 


Some of the most interesting accozplishments in 1974 included receiving 
signals from the Luna~22 probe in lunar orbit, being the first to announce the 
launchings of Soyuz-14 and Soyuz-15, and monitoring the last days of the Salyut-3 
space station. When newspapers refer to "radio amateurs" as the source of in- 
formation, they are talking about the "Kettering Group". 


Observers are needed all over the world, but there are four main 
locations which are important because they are near Russian tracking sites: 


NE North America, the Caribbean, the South Atlantic periphery, and the Japan/Xorea 


area. Observers here can pick up the actual voice communications from the Russian 
cosmonauts. We have facilities for translating this material. 


This activity can be enjoyable en2 educational for individual amateurs, 
even those with only a simple receiver tuned to 20 MHz. It can be the basis for 
radio- clubs ‘or science classes who want to try something more advanced than 
OSCAR work, It involves real space detective work and a lot of unexpected 
surprises.
